SAN FRANCISCO, May 15.—Abra- 


ham Ruef, better known as Abe Ruef, 


the acknowledged adviser of Mayor. 
Schmitz and once the recognized dic- 
tator of municipal affairs in San Fran- 
cisco, pleaded guilty to the charge of 


extortion in Judge Dunne’s department 


of the Superior Court today. Sentence 
will be pronounced upon him two 


weeks hence. 


After a private conference with his 


four attorneys in Judge Dunne’s pri- 
vate chambers this forenoon, and after 
they had withdrawn from his case be-

to change his plea and avoid trial, 
Ruef, to the utter astonishment of the 


after long and earnest consideration, 
he had determined to withdraw his 
plea of not guilty and enter a plea 
of guilty. He asked that the jury be 
dismissed and the trial abandoned. 
READS PLEA IN COURT. 
Ruef read his statement from a man- 
uscript which he had prepared in the 
presence of his attorneys a few mo- 
ments before Judge Dunne's chambers 
opened. He showed in his voice, in 
the expression of his face, in his quiet 
and gestureless attitude, and by the 
tears that again and again overfiowed 
hig eyes, the great emotion and the 
uttcr humiliation he ered. 


STILL CLAIMS INNOCENCD. | 
Though Abraham Ruef has formally 

f to be guilty of the 
hich he was about to be 
tried, he nevertheless proclaimed his in- 
nocence. He confesses that he is guilty 
of having connived in the corruption in 
officials, but he - denies 


is guilty of the crime of extortion 
charged against him. He declares that 
his sole motive in accusing himself in 
open court was to save the lives of 
those who are nearest and dearest tc 
him, his aged father and mother, his 
maiden sister and niece. 
In the course of a long and frank 
conversation this afternoon with 
representative of the Assoctat Press 
in a room in the house No. 2849 Fill- 
more street which for the last month 
or more has been his prison, Ruef said: 
DOES IT FOR PARENTS. 

“T changed my plea to guilty in court 
today, yes; but I pledge you my sol- 
emn word that 1 am innocent as you 
are. I have been guilty of conniving 
at the corruption of municipal officials 
by corporations, but in these French 
restaurant cases am not gulity. 
Since my activn this morning can have 
no motive in misieading you, I shall 
not mislead you. 
“Never, never in the wide worid 
could I have been convicted on this 
charge. No one knew this as well as 
myself. Then why, you ask, did I plead 
guilt? I pleaded guilty to save the 
lives of those who are nearest and 
dearest to me on earth. I am not 
overstating the truth when I tell you 
that if my father, my mother and my 
sister had been compelled to endure 
the strain of my trial, lasting at least 
two months and possibly longer, it

William J. Burns. The details of this 
confession are carefully kept secret for 
the present, but it is known that it 
covers all his career as a political boss, 
dating back some years to the time 
when he first came into power.. 
It is given out by the graft 
tion that the confession of Ruef wil 
convict Sehmita of all the charges of 
accepting bribe money from the United 
Raliroads and other public service cor- 
porations, of all the petty graft in the 
municipal departments, the police 
graft, the saloon license hold-ups and 
all the small stealings of the people's 
money of which the Mayor has been 
accused 


Reuf is said to have given evidence 
to the graft prosecution in his con- 
fessions in which he attempts to 
slough off his guilt onto Patrick Cal- 
houn and Tirey L. Ford, the United 
Railroad chiefs, and secure their con- 
viction for bribery 

Not less sensational, it is claimed, 
are the details of the confession of 
Ruef respecting his dealings with the 
magnates of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. 

It has been the announced determin- 
ation of the graft prosecution to se- 
cure evidence of bribery against E. 
H. Harriman and William F. Herrin, 
chief of the grvat political bureau of 
the corporations. Such evidence, it is 
claimed, has now been secured by tho 
confession of the “Curly Boss.” } 
He is said to have told all his deal- 
ings for and with the Southern Pa- 
cific officials as well as all the deal- 
ings of Mayor Schmitz with them of 
which he has knowledge. 

In his cqnfession Ruef has told how 
Schmitz shared the money he recefved 
from the corporation officials. He has 
revealed much concerning Schmitz's 
alleged grafting of which the public 
as yet has had no intimation. and in 
many instances is said to have laid. 
most of the blame for the corrupt 
condition of municipal affairs on 
Schmitz with the determination of 
Ruef to make a clean breast of it 
all, only was reached a few weeks ago, 
when his nerves began to break down. 
He is said to be inspired with a 
desire to make reparation to the pub- 
lic which he has so wronged.

HUGHES WINS 
IN ASSEMBLY. 


Public Utilities Bill Passes 
Without Dissent. 


An Amendment as to Exten- 
sions Will Be Added. 


Democratic Caucus Indulges 
in General Row. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
ALBANY (N. Y.) May 15.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Through the Assem- 
bly without a single negative vote, 
is the story of the first tussle of Gov. 
Hughes, in the open with the Legis- 
lature, on the Public Utilities Bill. 
It was passed about 2 o'clock this 
afternoon, after a debate which had 
lasted about three hours, during which 
not one word that was uncompli tary 
was uttered about the Governor, while 
Democrats, Republicans and Inde- 
pendence Leaguers sounded praise for 
him and his measures. 
As officially recorded, the vote stood: 
Ayes, 140; noes, 0. 
Simultaneously with the passage of 
the bill through the Assembly came 
the news that Gov. Hughes had con- 
sented to an amendment which will 
probably be made by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Judiciary. 
This amendment deals with trolley 
extensions In the interior of the State 
and was the result of f tie and 
almost tearful appeals to the Governor 
by capitalists in New York. 
Under the bill, no trolley extensions 


considered and approved by the Pub- 
lic Service Commissioners, after they 
take office and begin work on July 1. 
At the same ime, there are many 
trolley. companiés who have obtained 
consent of property owners, and of 
the State Railroad Commission, who 
have issued bonds and borrowed 
money for extensions, and all’ this 
work would have to be held in abey- 
ance. 
Gov. Hughes, for a long time, refused 
to make any concessions in this or 
any other matter. He felt that if he 
once yielded it would be an entering 
wedge and he would have great dif- 
ficulty in protecting the bill against 
other amendments. 

Learning today that the rural trolley 
kings had made a deep impression on 
the Senate Committee on Judiciary 
yesterday, and that the committee 
would like to make a concession to 
the men who have already invested 
their money in extensions, the Gov- 
ernor consented to the amendment. 
No troll extensions planned after 
May 10, 7, will be allowed. 

At t same time it is said that he

TRUSTS GO “BUST” 
IN JUST ONE WEEK. 


Many Local Combinations Give Up the 


Ghost in Face of Cartwright Law. 


Bakers, Ice Men, Labor Union, Lumber and Brick 
Kings, Electricity Purveyors and Numerous Other 
Associations Hit by New Act Will Abrogate Agree- 
ments—General Compliance With Measure Expected. 


ANY trade restrictions in California are to be removed next 

Thursday when the Cartwright anti-trust law becomes operative 

Competition is said to have freer swing. Prices are to tumble in 
many lines. They already have gone down on lumber and some other 
commodities in anticipation of the law. A reduction of 25 per cent. 
in the price of lumber is claimed even now through the smashing of 
the combination. 

“Trust busting” is going on all along the line. It has hit bakeries, 
Sfoceries, flour mills, ice dealers, furniture dealers, electric light and 
power companies and those who handle many other commodities in 
general use. 

Combinations that have existed.here for years for the purpose of 
fixing and maintaining prices are getting in out of the wet, so they 
will have a dry pair of heels one week from today, when the law goes 
into effect. 

So many trade combinations have been broken within the last few 
weeks that there apparently will be few trusts to “bust” on the 23rd 
inst. The desire of the members of old trusts to cut off the tentacles 
of the large and smal] octopi is more pronounced as the terms of the 
law become better understood. Scores of local trusts have given up the 
ghost—a labor union among them. Many more contemplate doing so

A combination of furniture dealers, 
operating as a company, is hit by the 
law and says it will cease operation 
along the tabooed lines, although it 
still will have many avenues of useful- 
ness to its. members. 

UNION LABOR TRUST. 

One of the trusts that has pulled in 
its horns is that of union-labor team- 
sters—Truck and Teamsters’ Union 
No. 208. It has confessed that it at- 
tempted to enforce an agreement 
among its members whereby they 
would sell their labor only for certain 
prices and under certain restrictions. 
As this trust already has been “bust- 
ed” by employers who would not em- 
ploy those bound by the rules, the 
combination had no need to give itself 
up under the law. 

Down in the Gardena and Moneta 
berry-growing district a trust was 
found among the Japanese ranchers, 
through which they bound themselves 
to ship their products over prescribed 
routes and over no others. The by- 
laws of the association provide for 
heavy fines if berries are shipped over 
the Huntington electric lines, or if 
berries be sold to any but members of 
the association. It is said that the 
shippers have hauled their fruits five 
miles to other shipping points rather 
than to send them over the electric 
line, the station of which was but 200 
feet away. 

It is not known yet whether this as- 
sociation will comply with the law 
voluntarily, or not. 

Dozens of other combinations have 
been found without much trouble by 
the District Attorney and his assist- 
ants. Most of them seem perfectly 
willing to meet the provisions of the 
Cartwright law. Many others are not 
affected by the act.

DEFINITION OF A TRUST. 

The Cartwright law is sweeping in 
its provisions. This is its definition 
of a trust: 

A combination of capital, skill or 
acts by two or more persons, firms, 
partnerships, corpprations or associa- 
tions of persons, or of any two or more 
of them, for either, any or all of the 
following purposes: 

41.) To create or carry out restric- 
tions In trade or. commerce. 

(2.) To limit or reduce the produc- 
tion, or increase or reduce the price 
of merchandise or of any commodity. 

(3.) To prevent competition in man- 

ufacturing, making, transportation, 
sale or purchase of merchandise, 
produce or any commodity. . 
(4.) To fix at any standard or figure. 
whereby its orice to the public or con- 
er shall be in any manner. con- 
irticle wr 
commodity of merchandise, pruduce or 
commerce intended fur sale, barter, use 
or consumption in ‘this State. 

(6.) To make or enter into tor execute 
or carry vut any contracts, obligations 
or agreernaents «f any kind or descrip- 
tion, :y which they «hal! bind or have 
bound themselves not <o reli. dispese 
of or transport any article or any com- 
modity or aay article of trade, use, 
merchandise, commerce or consump- 
tion below a common standard figure. 
or fixed value, or by whica they shall 
agree in any manner to keep the price 
of such article, cormmodity or transpor- 
tation at a fixed or graduated figure, or 
by which they shall in any manner 
establish or settle the price of anv 
article. commodity or transportation 
between them or themselves and 
others, so as to Jirectiy or indirectiy 
preclude a free and unrestricted com 
petition among themselves, or any 
purchasers or consumers in the sale 
or transportation of any such article 
or commodity, or by which they shall 
agree to pool, combine or directly or 
indirectly unite any interests tht 
they may have connected with the 
sale or transportation of any such 
article or commodity, that its price 
might in any manner be _ affecte'. 
Every such trust as is defined herein 
is declared to be unlawful, against 
public policy and void. 

FORFEITURE OF RIGHTS, 

For violations of provisions of the 
act it is the duty of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the State, or the District At- 
torney of the proper county, to insti- 
tute suits for the forfeiture of char- 
ter rights and franchises of the of- 
fending corporations or associations. 
Foreign corporations or associations 
violating the law are to suffer the rev- 
ocation of licenses to do business in 
this State. 

Violation of either or all of the pro- 
visions of the act is declared a con- 
spiracy against trade, and any person 
who may take part in such conspiracy 
in any way, as principal, manager, di- 
rector, agent, servant or employé, or 
in any other capacity, “shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $50 
nor mure than $5000, or be Imprisonec 
not less than six months nor more 
than one year, or both such fine and 
imprisonment.” 

Each day's violation of this provision 
constitutes @ separate offense, where- 
fore the penalty is likely to mount high 
where the offender is persistent § in 
wrongdolnug. 

In any indictment, information or 
complaint for any offense named in the 
act, it is sufficient to state the pur- 
pose or offects of the trust or com- 
bination, and that the accused is a 
member of, acted with or in pursuance 
of it, or aided or assisted in carrying 
out its purposes, without giving its 
name or description, or how, when and 
where it was created.

HO RUNS OHIO? 

The attempt of Senator Foraker 
to capture the State and prevent the 
election next year of a Repwblican 
President of the Roosevelt type has 
brought about a state of warfare in 
Ohio ‘which, so far as e are in- 
formed, is confined entirely to the 
Republican political machine.
